The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA

Claims 1-21 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,794,877. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because both are directed to a method and apparatus for the 
analysis of blood using a cartridge having at least two analysis/titration cells. 

Claims 1-21 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
Obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20, 1-23 and 1- 
37 of copending Application No. 10/210,661; 10/370,557 and 10/394,674 respectively. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because all are directed to a method and apparatus for the analysis of blood 
using a cartridge having at least two analysis/titration cells. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
"Operators Manual ..." cited by Applicant in the 9/23/02 IDS that states the publication 
of this document is before the filing date of this application (6/28/02). 

The manual describes in detail the method and apparatus presently claimed. 

Claims 1-9, 17-18 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Anderson et al. (USP 6,066,243) or WO 94/19683. 

The Anderson et al. reference in figure 8 and WO 94/19683 teach in figure 1 an 
analytical cassette and method of use. The cartridge accepts the sample though 
inlet(156) and inlet(38) in both references respectively. The sample flows to a plurality 
of testing modules with reagents. Suitable means are taught for the subsequent 
analysis. Waste receptacles(170) and (32) respectively are taught. This has been read 
on the claimed "liquid sample inlet; a main flow channel ... a titration cell ... a titration 
sensor ... and a titration agent

Claims 10-16 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Anderson et al. (USP 6,066,243) or WO 94/1 9683.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
